MAP MAKERS. 


Wars, skillful diplomats, ambitious 


rulers throughout Europe have caused 
the map-makers no end of trouble 
during past centuries. Nations have 
expanded, swallowing up the weaker 
I 
neighbors, to be in turn themselves 


I 
swalolwed up by more powerful peo- 
ple. According to the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor the politics of Europe 
resemble in some respects a kaleido- 
scope. A strong minister seizes the 
tube and shakes it, and the various 
states shape themselves into various 
patterns. Then another, or a stronger 
hand, snatches it, and, in a moment, 
the fresh pattern is broken up, and 
the component fragments begin to fall 
into new combinations. Frederick the 
Great, Chatham, Napoleon, Pitt, Met- 
ternich, Cavour, Bismarck, and the 
present Kaiser, have all shaken this 
kaleidoscope, in the last two cen- 
turies, with immense effect, as the 
minor men have with less result. The 
grouping of the Powers today is very 
largely the handiwork of the Kaiser. 
If he had lost his nerve in more than 
one great crisis there would have been 
an end of the Triplice, and if the 
Triplice had been shattered, the mor- 
tar of the Entente would have crum- 
bled. - 


A correspondent in Paris, whose 
Information has always proved most 
accurate, points out that one of these 
periodical bouleversements is at pres- 
ent threatening. That unnatural alli- 
ance, in which the two most demo- 
cratic of the Great Powers are entan- 
gled with the most reactionary, is in 
danger of disruption. France and the 
United Kingdom draw nearer and 
nearer-together,'but Russia draws fur- 
ther off. The delirium of embraces 
provoked on the boulevards by the 
visit of the'Russian sailors could not 
be reproduced tomorrow by the com- 
ing of the Czar himself. Were it not, 
indeed, for the appetite fo rrepubli- 
can francs in the Imperial treasury, 
it is doubtful If the elaborate travesty 
would be any longer maintained. The 
discovery that London and Paris are 
exhibiting no undue excitement to pull 
the Russian chestnuts, in the shape 
of the Von Sanders "mission, out of the 
Ottoman fire, seems to have convinced 
M. Sazanoft that the limit of conces- 
sions has been reached.

-COMBINATION ELECTRIC 


STOVE. 


The smallest and most compact 


cooking outfit is a combination elec- 
tric stove, a chafing dish, a tea samo- 
var, a coffee percolator, and a nursery 
outfit. 


The six-inch electric stove serves 


for all the devices which are made 
especially to fit it. This stove is con- 
nected to the ordinary electric light 
socket by a long flexible cord. When 
the electricity is snapped on the stove 
gets hot. This heat is caused by a 
"resistance grid" concealed within the 
base of the stove. 
The passage of 
electric current through this grid pro- 
duces the heat. 


With this combination stove an en- 
tire meal, and a large one at that, can 
be cooked right on the dining room 
table. The coffee pot, tea pot, cooker, 
stove, etc.; all rolled into one. This 
device can be operated fronvth'e lamp 
socket and consumes no more current 
than an ordinary incandescent lamp. 


The Electric News Service thus de- 


scribes this latest device for a stove 
which ought to prove a boon to the 
man who shivers around a cold 
kitchen, building a fire at daylight, on 
a frosty morning. And here is a wash- 
ing machine that will bring joy to the 
wife and mother.

Yesterday the ice men were out 
with their scrapers just north of/the 
second icehouse. On testing the, ice 
they found it to measure about iflve 
inches out in the course of the stream 
and about ten inches near the shore.

Forms Eight Per Cent of Total Food 


Consumed by People of United 


States—Ranks With 


Cereals. 


Recipes that should proy.e 'of great 
interest to Janesville housewives have 
been given by the department of agri- 
culture suggesting certain" Indian re- 
cipes for delightful dishes- and' tells 
how corn meal is prepared among the 
natives of the south in genuine Indian 
style. 
- 
:.. 


Originally "Indian corn" was a trop- 
ical or sub-tropical plant, but the In- 
dians, who made it one of their staple 
foods, succeeded finally in producng 
varieties which would ripen as -far 
north as Canada. Since the discovery 
of America this staple food of these 
aborigines has been generally raised 
all over the world. It now ranks with 
wheat, rye, barley, oats and rice as 
one of the most important food grains, 
and may be called the American In- 
dian's greatest gift to modern civili- 
zation. 


Indian corn, therefore, has special 
historical interest for Americans from 
the fact that it is generally recog- 
nized as being native to American soil. 
Its cultivation and use even in the 
early colonial days was very widely 
distributed. The desire to produce it 
was probably the incentive which most 
frequently led the Indians to aban- 
don nomadic life and to form settle- 
ments. Because of the quickness and 
ease with which it can be- raised, it 
was undoubtedly the means of saving 
from starvation many of the pioneers 
who came from other lands. 
So im- 
portant was this food 
in the days 
when .the country was being settled 
that both natives and colonists in their 
troubles with one another found it 
was a greater blow to destroy corn 
crops of adversaries than to make war 
upon them. 


The department of agriculture's ex- 
perts in nutrition have been studying 
the possible uses-of corn meal, which 
they have figured out makes up over 
S per cent o£ the total food consumed 
by the people of the "United States. 
In a farmers' bulletin (No. 565) en- 
titled "Corn Meal As a Food and Wayp 
of Using It," several dozen recipes 
are given that may call to mind ol'd 
favorites and suggest to the house- 
wife untried dishes both appetizing 
and nutritious. Some of these recipes 
date back to the aborigines of the soil. 
One of them is as follows: 
' 


Zuni Indian Bread: One cup whiie 
corn meal, one cup yellow corn meal, 
one cup water, one teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon 
cayenne, 
one cup 
chopped suet. 
Mix well together; 
form into rolls about five inches long; 
roll in greased paper and bake in -a 
moderate oven one hour. Serve hot 
The habit • of the Indians was to 
roll these cakes in the husks of the 
corn, a method which is sometimes 
followed by campers. 
Tliere are other simple breads which 
were first made by the Indians and 
are very old types, closely resembling 
the breads o£ other primitive people. 
Though easy to prepare, 
they 
are 
nevertheless very palatable: Two "of 
these are "Ash Cake" and "Hoe Cake." 


Ash Cake: 
One quart corn meal, 


r,wo 
teaspoons salt, one tablespoon 
lard or other shortening, boiling water: 
ocald the meal; 
add the salt and 
shortening, and when the mixture is 
cool form it into oblong cakes, adding 
more water if necessary. 
WT-an the 
cakes in cabbage leaves, or place on 
cabbage leaf under the cakes and one 
over them, and cover.them with hot 
ashes. 


Hoe Cake: 
Hoe cakes are made 
out of corn meal, water and salt. They 
vvers originally baked before an open 
are on a board which for convenience 
nad a long handle attached to it. At 
aresent they are cooked slowly on 
both sides on a well-greased griddle 
Certain dishes made of Indian corn 
lave become identified with certain 
ocahties and thus we have particular 
-ecipes bearing the names of these 
ocaities. For instance, there is South 
Caroina corn bread: 


South Caroina Corn Bread: One and 
one-half quarts fine corn 
meal, two 
and one-halt' quarts wheat flour,' two 
easpoons salt, one pint mashed sweet 
>otatoes, one cake yeast; or, two and 
ne-half quarts fine corn meal, on<> and 
ne-half quarts wheat flour. 
Mix one pint each of the corn meal 
nd the flour and add warm water 
nough to form a stiff batter. Add 
he yeast cake, mixed with a small 
mount of -water. Keep this sponge 
n a warm place until 
it becomes 
ght. 
Scald the meal with -boiling 


oughly in it; add the tomato juice and 
seasonings, and cook until 
smooth, 
stirring constantly. 
Another attempt to produce a bal- 
anced ration in one dis has been made 
by the natives, .of 
Jamaica. It is 
called "Stamp an"d Go," and consists 
of salt fish, lard and corn meal, anc 
has a nutritive value resembling that 
of scrapple. A good recipe for scrap 
pie is the following: 
Com Meal Scrapple: 
'One" pig's 
nead. split m halves, two cups corn 
meal, salt and sage. 
Cook the pork in water until the 
meat can be easily removed from the 
bone. 
Remove the meat, cool the 
broth, and remove the fat. 
Reduce 
the broth to about two quarts or adt 
water enough to bring it up to this 
amount, and cook the corn 'meal in it 
Add the meat:finely chopped and the 
seasonings. , Pack in granite 
bread 
tins. Cut into slices and fry. 
The addition of meat to corn uicai 
does actually tend to produce a bal- 
anced ration, .for the meat furnishes 
protein and fat while the corn meal 
furnishes starch. There are a num- 
ber of dishes made from corn meal 
and meat far,-fish in whiehf;mush is 
made, or which resemblisp''mush in 
some particulars. /Among these are 
corn meal fish balls and; tamales, re- 
cipes for which are given- her— •••-• 
Corn Meal Fish Balls: 
Two cups 
cold white corn meal mush, one cup 
shredded codfish, one egg, one table- 
spoon butter.- 
Pick over the codfish and soaK it 
to remove salt, if necessary. Combine 
the ingredients and drop byrspoonfuls 
into hot fat. Drain on porous paper/ 
These codfish balls compare very fa- 
vorably in taste with those made with 
potato and'are more easily and quick- 
ly prepared. 
Tamales: 
Meat from half boiled 
chicken, one clove, garlic or one-half 
medium-sised onion, one-fourth 
tea- 
spoon cayenne, one teaspoon salt, one 
cup corn meal, two or three small red 
peppers, corn husks. 
Chop the chicken; season with the 
cayenne pepper, .-garlic, or the onion 
finely chopped. ...and salt; form the 
meat into little rolls about two inches 
long and three-fourth iucli in diameter 
Pour boiling wat«¥'-over;!the meal and 
stir; use water • .enough to make a 
thick paste. 
Take a 
-i. table- 
spoon of the paste, pat it O"» flat, and 
wrap a roll of chicken in it; then 
wrap each roll, as-made,-in corn husks 
which have been ..softened by immer- 
sion in hot water, vJfjriflS the husks 
with a piece of string 'close to each 
eud^of the roll. Trini^c* the ends of 
the corn husks, allowing tr""". to pro- 
ject an inch, or two beyond-the rolls 
Coyer the rolls with 
the broth in 
which the chicken was cooked, or 
with boiling salted water. 
Add twd 
or three small,-sharp, red peppers anc 
boil for fifteen, minutes'. 
Tamales are usually 
made 
with 
chicken but other meat may be used 
if desired. -
